NORWEGIANS ARE HAPPY OVER DEFEAT OF HUNS 


People Have Suffered Much and Half of Norway’s Original Fleet 
Has Been Sunk by German Submarines — Two Million Tons 


- ©f Shipping) Placed at Service of Allies 


The Norwegian puB®lic is fol 
with outspokef delight the vi 
advance of the allies. “Splen 
today” means as a. niatter of course 
an allied victory. The press no long- 
er pretends to be neutral, as the Ger- 
mans long ago violated . Norwegian 
neutrality by murdering Norwegian 
sailors, by bomb explosions, and by 
fires. P 

In the first days of the advance 
the “Marscillaise’ was sung demon- 
stratively in the music halls, and 
British victories were cheered by the 
public until it was forbidden. Most 
Germans have now left the country, 
feeling that the ground is too hot 
for them, and the remaimmng ones 
try to speak English <in the buses 
and in the railways and restaurants. 
On the national day the annual flag 
procession of all the school children, 
when passing the British consulate, 
burst out in cheers, and the teachers 
were unable to stop them. , 

It is proof.of the solid sympathy 
for the allies that Norwegians have 
been able to withstand the-ov 
Whelming-propaganda from the . 
man side, The German newspapers 
and press correspondence from Ber- 
lin arrive here in two days, while the 
British.newspapers and letters from 
London journalists do. not arrive here 
until three, four or five weeks after 
they have been posted. The Ger- 
man propaganda had actually — suc- 
ceeded in making the people here 
believe that the Americans could not 
arrive in time to prevent the defeat 
of the allies. The marvellous sight 
of an American army carried across 
the Atlantic undisturbed by the U- 
boat war has raised a new spirit of 
enthusiasm, 

The Norwegian ‘people gencrally 
have suffered much during the war. 
It is true that some people have 
gained millions,, and- wages . have 
been raised for all classes, but the 
prices of living have risen correspon- 
dingly. 

Norway may claim to have done 
two great things for the allies. She 
was at first a great help in keeping 
Sweden from joining Germany, and 
she has, at the most critical time of 
the U-boat war, when even Amcri- 
ca stopped her ships from leaving the 
harbors, placed about. 2,000,000 tons 
of shipping at-the—service of the al- 
lies... Almost all of Norway's pro- 
ducts, consisting of fish, mincrals 
and nitrates, are exported fos, the al- 
lies, in return for coal and food,

Half of the original Norwegian 
fleet, with ‘1,100 sailors, has been 
sunk by German submarines, The 


press says openly that the purpose 
of Germany in torpedoing neutral 
ships, regardless of their. cargo and 
destination, is not the starvation of 
England, as alleged, but is aimed at 
the direct destruction of neutral 
shipping to make her own mercan- 
tile fleet more valuable after the war. 
It is felt here that stronger mea- 
sures should now be taken for the 
self-defence of Norway against the 
wilful destruction of her mercantile 
fleet by the German U-boats. 


The Horror 
Of Flame Throwing 


Addition to Soldiers’ 


Burdens 


Although British flame throwers 
are used both in practice and in ac- 
tion, we have shrunk from their gen- 
eral employment. The best .will car- 
ry more*than one hundred = yards, 
emitting a@ scarlet flame of great 
breadth and height, so hot as to char 
even a stony and grassless surface. 

But the favorite German flame 
thrower is much smaller and is man 
handled. Its ‘range is short, but ‘it 
has an equally destructive flame. The 
instrument has been manufactured in 
great quantities, and is now ‘a quite 
conimon addition to the soldiers’ bur- 
den. The bearer needs an extra dose 
of courage—if he is hit by a shell, he 
is instantly calcinged—and in the case 
of the larger machines, the effect of 
ja shell is much the same as if a 
dump were hit.

fessor of Cologne about Germany’s 
success in finding substitutes for the 


articles of war she lacked. This 
prisoner of war, himself a chemist, 
was discussing the number of Ger- 
man inventions of this sort, when 
suddenly he said: ; 
“But we cannot get a substitute 


for men,” 

He yoiced the thotight uppermost 
in the mind of every thinking Ger- 
man—the dwindling man-power at 
the kaiser’s disposal. Into the theatre 
of war America is throwing her hun- 
dreds of thousands of fresh young 
| fighting men, and Germany has. not 


After talking with this German 
professor J obtained the authorita- 
tive figures as to. German power on 
the western front. They show that 
the German command has about 
600,000 fewer men on this front 
than he had in April, and the gen- 
eral quality is much poorcr, due not 
only to the fact that Germany has 
had to ‘seck recruits from the phy- 
sically inferior classes, but also to 
the fact that the German army’s mor- 
ale is at the lowest point of any time 
in the war, , 

But far more significant than the 
reduction by 600,000 of the number 
of German effectives on the western 
front is the fact that whereas just 
before Germany started her offensive 
Jast March the German command 
had seventy-two fresh divisions out 
of the line fully rested and prepared 
for mass manoeuvres. It has today 
just thirteen such divisions, and his 
reserves are not grouped as_ they 
were then, but are now scattcred all 
along the western front, due Jargely 
to the fear of Americans, 

On the whole western front Ger- 
many has 204 divisions, which are 
being maintained at an average 
strength of 15,000 by the most heroic | 
efforts, combing out the civilian

Of the thirteen reserve divisions 
that are’ in good shape three are 
rated as first class; six-second class, 
two third class, and two fourth class. 

All the divisions on the western 
front have been engaged in battle 
since July 15. 

Of the 114 divisions in’ the line, 
the army group of Crown Prince 
Rtpprecht has 32, that of von Bochm 
bas, 32, and the 
22, von Gallwitz has 12, 
Albrecht has 16.

. The Channel Tunnel 


Would Set Free 1,500,000 Tons of 
' Shipping 

Is not now the time to begin the 
construction of the Channel tunnel? 
Had it been begun when applied for 
in 1907, it would have been in oper- 
ation throughout the war. Had it 
been begun when permission was 
again applied for in 1913, it would 
now be in operation and would be one 
of the greatest single factors in win- 
ning the war. The British admiralty 
more than a year ago stated that 6,- 
000,000 soldiers had been carried back 
and forth across the Channel;.and M. 
Sartiaux says that the total number 
of passengers across’ the Channel 
since the outlL-eak of the war  °ex- 
ceeds 20,000,000. The animals, vehi- 
cles, munitions, supplies of all kinds 
are counted by the millions of tons. 
The amount is not beyond the ca- 
pacity of the tunnel; but it requires 
the use of probably 1,500,000 tons 
of shipping—at a time when there is 


danger that civilization thay be lost| 


for lack of ships. Who shall say 
how long the war will last? Few if 
any well-informed men expect it to 
end in less than two years, Germany 
is financially bankrupt, but economi- 
cally self-supporting, especially since 
acquiring an unlimited supply of pet- 
roleunt at Baku; and Germany is now, 
as she was over a year ago, “balk- 
ed but not defeated.” It is quite con- 
ceivable that the war may last many 
more than two years, By employing 
modern tmcthods, the tunnel may pos- 
sibly be built in less than three years. 
It might perhaps be finished in time 
to be a large factor in winning the 
war. But even if not, it can certainly 
be built in time to be a most import- 
ant ¢leni¢nt in rebuilding the world 
after the war. The need for ships 
will continue long after peace has 
been concluded, and it will be many 
years before the losses by subma- 
rines have been replaced. During that 
time the tunnel will set free 1,500,000 
tons of shipping. 

In what manner does the question 
of the Channel tunnel interest us in 


America? ‘The answer is that it in- 
terests us immiensely in consequence 
of our relations to the war. We have 
not only entered the war, but have 


given the most solemn pledges that 
we will stay in until it is satisfactor- 
ily concluded, It is rapidly becoming 
evident that, after the conclusion of 
peace, its preservation will depend, 
for several generations to come, upon 
community of action between France, 
Great Britain, Belgium and the Unit 


ed States. These countries are de 
termined not only to win this war, 
but to win it in such a manner. that 


it shall be followed by a ‘durable 


peace, Germany, on the other “hand, 
looks forward to a truce, to be fol 
lowed in due course by other wars; 


and her press constantly puts forward 
the statements that this thing must 


be done or that thing must not be 
done so that in future wars Germany 
can fight to beiter advantage than 
in the present war, Anything, there- 
fore, which brings France, Great 
Britain and Belgium closer together, 
politically and economically, is a 
step towards preservation of peace 
in which we in, the United States 


are vitally interested, It can hardly 
be questioned that continuous rail 
connection between Great Britain and 
France and Belgium will greatly fa- 
cilitate a closer union.--Major Gen 
eral Greene in The-Yale ReviewW for 
July :

Start Search for Platinum 


Government Officials Making Inves- 
, tigation of Occurrence of 
Mineral in B. C. 


Officials of the geological survey 
branch of the department, of mines 
who have recently made investiga- 
tions regarding the occurrence of 
platirum-bearing ore in ~ British 
Columbia have reported that there 
are bright prospects of securing this 
metal in good quantities. Prelimin- 
ary investigation was made.along the 
Tulameen river by Mr, G. C. Mac- 
kenzie of the survey branch in Ot- 
tawa, and Mr. Charles Camsell of 
the geological survey office in Van- 
couver. <A light prospecting outfit, 
including three Empire drills was 
carried, but no holes were drilled. 
Arrangements were make with many 
persons who were taking out small 
quantities of platinum that they 
would take their product to Prince- 
ton, whence it would be sent to Van- 
couver to be assayed. At the Van- 
couver assay office government offi- 
cials are prepared to pay $105 an 
ounce, the current market price for 
all metal that may be offered, 

Investigation into the extent of 
deposits of platinum in the various 
districts of British Columbia where 
it is thought this precious metal is 
to be found, will be carried on in 
an extensive way during the next 
few weeks, An official of tlte’ de- 
partment of mines is at present in 
the Kootenay district, sampling 
ground reported to contain platinum. 

The white metal has been mined in 
British Columbia for several years, 
mostly in t'.: neighborhood — of 
Princeton, 

Equipment for the refining of plat- 
inum has been installed. at the Van- 
couver a‘-ay office, and the plant 
should be ready,;to start operations 
almost immediately, This is calcu- 
lated to prove of great benefit to the 
industry, and mining men have pre- 
dicted that great development will 
take place during - the next- twelve 
months, This insistent demand for 
platinum induced the government at 
Oitawa to send out expert mineralo- 
gists and geologists to British Co- 
lumbia tO inspect several districts 
where the metal has been found in 
what appears to be paying quantities, 
The major portion of the w orld’s sup- 
ply of platinum comes from the Ural 
Moufftains in Russia, where about 
300,000 ounces a year are. produced. 
Che South American republic of Co- 
lombia produces about 15,000 ounces 
a year, In the United States a small 
amount of the precious metal is ob- 
tained from ores containing base me- 
tals. Volitical developments in Rus- 
sia have cut off this source of supply 
to a large extent, and production in

Of course we are very anx- 
ious to see our heroes satisfac- 
torily placed on Peace River 
farms, or anywhere else, so long 
as our own little graft is not 
disturbed,-and if things could 
be worked out so that our pos- 
ition would be impreved in con- 
sequence, so much the better.

It should se 
used in the proportion of two parts 
of sugar to one of corn syrup.

1 grapefruit, 1 orange, 1 lemon, $ 
cups water, 10 cups glucose or white 
corn syrup. 

Cut the fruit into thifi “slices wind 
allow to stand in water for 360 hours 
or overnight.

Cook 
the fruit until tender and add the 
glucose. Continue cooking until a 
jelly is obtained, When using suger 
12 cups of water should be used for 
this amount of fruit, but 8 o\even 6 
cups will suffice, as the glucofe *con- 
tains a great deal of water.

Round steak, 35c per tb., sirloin 
steak, 40c, portérhouse steak, 45c, rib 
roast, 32cy leg of lamb, 38c, lamb 
loins, 35c, Loin chops, 48c, loin roasts 
45c, fresh legs of pork (ham), 45c, 
shoulder roasts, 40c, shoulder chops, 
42c, becf hearts, 20c, pork hearts, 18c, 
beef kidneys, 25c, pork liver, 7c, beef 
ver, 20c, calf’s liver, 25c, hog’s 
brains, 10c, beef brains, 15c, lamb’s 
head 12Y%c apiece, pig tripe 10c ox 
tail, 15c.
